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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on November 30, 2010 for a Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 10/584,316 
is acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

2. In view of the amendment filed November 30, 201 0, claims 3, 4, 9 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 10-15 are pending. 

3. In view of the amendment filed November 30, 201 0, the rejection of claims 1 , 5-8, 
10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baeck et al. (EP 
0 297 673) as affirmed by Jayawant (US 3,860,694) in view of Storm et al. (GB 1 400 
898), is withdrawn. 

Allowances 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 5-8, 1 0-1 5 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Baeck et al. (EP 0 297 673) to render the present invention 
anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Baeck et al. are silent on the 
clay mineral compound being claimed.
